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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is issued in response to amendment filed 2/4/09. 

Claims 59, 64, 66-69-83, were amended. Claims 1-55 were canceled. Claims 56-58, 60- 
63, 65, were withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Regarding Claims 59, 64, and 66-69, Embrey discloses a computer -implemented method 
comprising: 

transmitting, from a source system processor to a remittance payment processor, a 
payment request on behalf of payor (Fig. 1, step 15, Col. 8, lines 6-10, Embrey); 

responsive to the transmission of the payment request, receiving, at a source system 
processor from the remittance payment processor, at least one payment instruction generated by 
the remittance payment processor (Fig. 1, step 13, Col. 8, lines 12-20, Embrey), wherein the 
generation of the at least one payment instruction included the remittance payment processor 
identifying a payee in a merchant database based, at least in part, on information in the payment 
request and retrieving information associated with the payee from the merchant database, 
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wherein the information is included in a the at least one payment instruction Fig. 1, step 18, Col. 
8, lines 20-29, Embrey); and 

issuing, by the source system processor, a payment associated with the payment request 
payments in accordance with the at least one payment instruction instructions received from the 
remittance payment processor wherein the payment is made to the identified payee (Fig. 1, Col. 
8, lines 37-42, Embrey). 

Regarding Claims 70, 73, 76, and 79, Embrey discloses a computer-implemented method 
wherein the generation of the at least one payment instruction further includes determining a 
remittance center of the payee to which the payment is to be sent, and wherein the payment is 
directed to the determined remittance center (Col. 9, lines 5-9, Embrey). 

Regarding Claims 72, 75, 78, 81, Embrey, discloses a computer-implemented method 
wherein the issued payment is an electronic credit transmitted from the source system processor 
to an external entity (Fig. 1, steps 25, 13, and 17, Embrey). 

Regarding Claims 82, and 83, Embrey discloses a computer-implemented method 
wherein identifying the payee in the merchant database based, at least in part, on information in 
the payment request of the set of payment requests includes generating an eleven-digit zip code 
from the information in the payment request of the set of payment requests and searching for 
stored information associated with the payee using at least the eleven-digit zip code (Fig. 5, step 
319, Embrey). 



Allowable Subject Matter 
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Claims 71, 74, 77, and 80 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication 
of allowable subject matter: The generation of the at least one payment instruction instructions 
further includes altering an account number associated with the payment request according to at 
least one alteration rule associated with the payee, and wherein the payment includes the altered 
account number.
